Students  will  register  Monday 
for  the  fifty-third  Summer  School 
session  at  BYU  and  classes  will 
start  Tuesday,  according  to  Wil- 
liam R.  Sidoway,  director  of  Rec- 
ords and  Admissions. 

“Students  who  were  in  attend- 
ance during  the  regular  1962-63 
school  year,  or  attended  the  sum- 
mer sessions  in  1961  or  1962  will 
not  need  to  apply  for  readmis- 
sions,” Dean  Sidoway  said. 

REGISTRATION  packets  have 
been  prepared  for  all  students  in 
attendance  at  BYU  during  the 
spring  semester  who  indicated 
they  would  attend  the  summer 
session  when  they  registered  sec- 
ond semester. 

Dean  Sidoway  said  that  all  stu- 
dents registering  for  any  pre-  or 
post-session  courses  or  work- 
shops, or  for  non-credit  courses 
and  workshops  held  during  the 
two  sessions  will  register  at  the 
first  meeting. 

Dr.  Dean  A.  Peterson,  Summer 
School  director,  said  anyone  with 
the  proper  background  may  regis- 
ter for  non-credit  courses  or 
workshops  without  clearing  with 
admissions.  “If  a student  desires 
accreditation  for  a course,  formal 
admission  must  be  obtained  from 
the  University,”  he  said.

The  village,  moved  to  BYU 
from  Hill  Field  in  July  1946,  has 
provided  housing  for  thousands 
of  students  during  the  rush  of  en- 
rollments following  World  War 
II  and  in  the  phenomenal  growth 
of  BYU  since  then. 

THE  PROJECT  involves  the 
dismantling  of  12  of  the  remain- 
ing 15  large  barracks-type  two- 
story  buildings,  all  that  are  left 
of  the  original  27  buildings. 

The  razing  will  be  completed 
during  the  month  of  June.  The 
area  will  be  repaired  and  black- 
topped,  marked  and  lighted  for  a 
parking  lot.  It  is  just  across  the 
campus  boulevard  from  the  new 
Y Student  Center,  which  will  be 
one  of  the  nation’s  largest  union 
buildings,  and  the  new  Franklin 
S.  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center,  both 
still  under  construction. 

ALL  OF  THE  buildings  except 
the  northernmost  three  will  be  re- 
moved. They  presently  are  serv- 
ing as  a television  studio,  tempo- 
rary office  building,  and  storage 
for  scenery  and  drama  props. 
They  will  be  razed  also  when  the 
new  Fine  Arts  Center  is  complet- 


The  first  phase  of  the  program 
will  provide  parking  for  1,032 
cars,  and  eventually  the  lot  will 
accommodate  1,272  cars. 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
also  has  announced  approval  for 
construction  of  five  7-story  resi- 
dence halls  for  single  women.
